V "Twenty-five years ago, when it be- 
gan to leak out that silver had been de- 
monetized, a few men, foreseeing what 
the^ cdneetiuences of restricting money 
for the world to gold would be, began 
Jin agitation for the remonetizatlon of 
silver. One could almost count on the 
fingers of his 
hand the men in this 


country who then understood the mon- 
ey question well enough to write or 
talk intelligently upon It. 


"But the cause gre.w. 
For a time 


Ohio was in the lead in advocating the 
restoration of silver. Among those in 
this state known to me 20 years and 
more ago who then 
understood the, 


question was Colonel Kilbourne. My 
correspondence with him on the sub- 
ject dates back at least 18 or 20 years. 
He stood then on this question with 
such men as Judge Tlumnan, Senator 
PendletonM General 
Durbin 
Ward, 


Judge Matthews and others who be- 
came distinguished advocates of free 
coinage." 


"Colonel Kilbourne, then, took part 


in the discussion of the question even 
at that early clay?" 


"Indeed," replied 
General Warner, 


"very few men then understood the 
question as well and none better than 
Colonel Kilbourne, who, by the way, 
has been a close student of economics 
generally. In 1SSS I attended the silver 
convention at St. Louis with Colonel 
Kilbourne, at which the American Bi- 
metallic league was organized. Colonel 
Kilbourne, 
therefore, was a charter 


member in this organization, and was 
named by the delegates from Ohio as 
national committeeman, but as I had 
been chosen president of the league lie 
declined in my favor.

Tew of the Thirteenth Minnesota, de- 
tailed by General Wheaton as brigade 
Interpreter, has had an interview with 
Major Losenzo L. Zialcieta, leader of 
Aguinaldo's cavalry and oue of the Fil- 
ipino commissioners who went to Gen- 
eral Otis with propositions for an ar- 
mistice. The interview is published in 
a local paper. 


Major Zialcieta denied emphatically 


that Filipino officials had ordered the 
burning of Manilla and the wholesale 
murder of Americans, and cited as 
proof that many Filipino officers were 
in Manilla that night and were taken 
prisoners. 


He said the proclamation of Genera! 


Otis, 
proclaiming 
himself 
governor 


general, had greatly incensed the Fili- 
pinos, but asserted that both the Fili- 
pino leaders and people believed the 
Americans had begun hostilities. 


Major Zialcieta, speaking of the re- 


puted promises of Independence made 
prior to the fall of Manilla, when asked 
by Mr. Tew if in their' eagerness for 
independence 
the 
Filipinos had not 


misunderstood or misconstrued the lan- 
guage of American officials and officers, 
replied: 


"There is not the slightest mistake 


about this. Consul Wildman verbally 
made this statement to us, and we had 
so much confidence in the good inten- 
tions of the United States that to us it 
meant as much as if it had been deliv- 
ered in writing. General Anderson and 
other American officers repeatedly said 
before the fall of Manilla that Filipino 
independence was recognized." 


On being asked if he really thought 


the Filipino people were sufficiently ed- 
ucated to conduct the affairs of local 
and 
national 
self-government, 
the 


young Filipino leader replied: "Our 
people have always been misrepresent- 
ed, both by the local and foreign press 
The friars are our worst enemies and 
have been active in this regard, as they 
have always tried to hold us in subjec- 
tion. Educational affairs have hereto- 
fore been in their hands, and it has 
served their purposes to prevent the 
people from becoming too wise. 
But 


even at this, the vast majority of the 
people can read and write." 


Major Zialcieta was told that many 


people in the United States believed it 
a sacred duty for the United Statue tn 
take possession and govern the Philip- 
pines, inasmuch as the natives were
